Currency and Toll Question 


Should Be Settled. 


Special Session Must Deal 
With Many Subjects. 


Suffrage and Philippines 
May Be Discussed.

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE to THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—Con- 
sressiona! circles are keeping a close 
watch on the White House for any 
Indication of a change of sentiment 
toward the consideration of other sub- 
jects than the tariff at the special ses- 
sion which will convene early next 
month. It has become increasingly 
evident that currency reform, Phil- 
ippine independence, Panama Canal 
tolls, woman suffrage and other lead- 
ing issues will be forced upon the at- 
tention of the country before the tar- 
iff session is well begun: and that it 
will be difficult to withstand the pres- 
sure to have them taken up for action 
before adjournment. 

While the older members of both 
houses of Congress are urging an early 
adjournment of the approaching ses- 
sion, there are scores of new men in 
the Senate and House who are willing 
and eager to “stay all summer” if 
necessary, to secure legislative action 
upon subjects in which they are in- 
terested. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEES. 

The reorganization of the Senate 
last week constituted an important de- 
velopment in the progress toward a 
programme of general action. The 
new committees organized Saturday 
will be ready to begin work before 
the special session convehes upon 
the subjects that are considered of 
first importance. 

The impression prevails among 
Democrats at the capital that Con- 
gress will be given an opportunity to 
take up currency legislation and some 
other matters. after the success of 
tariff revision has been made sure. 
The Panama Canal toll issue cannot 
be evaded, in the opinion of Demo- 
erats of both houses, who have been 
edvocates of the repeal of the free 
toll provision in the law which will 
become operative as soon as the ca- 
nal is opened next fall. 
Representative Sims will reintro- 
duce his resolution to accomplish this 
end, soon after the new Congress con- 
venes and will attempt to secure ac- 
tion upon ft. 


TARIFF ABOUT READY. 


The Democrats have gotten over the 
hard places in the tariff revision 
scheme, have virtually finished with 
the fourteen schedules of the Payne- 
Aldrich law, and will take up admin- 
istrative features of the tariff tomor- 


row. 
With that part of the work disposed 
of, there will be a final smoothing 
out of the whole plan, a careful an- 
alysis of the effect on Federal reve- 
nues that would follow each change 
tentatively agreed upon and then a 
fell corstderation of the income tax 
plan with a view to making up any 
needed amount of revenue. 
There have been some additions to 
the free list of the present law. The 
fight against free lemons has been 
compromised with an agreement for a 
substantial cut in duty.

“Cairo and the Religions of Exypt.”

“Al Azhar ts the great University of 
Cairo. Here are said to be gathered 
from all over the Orient some 16,000 
students of all ages and conditiona.

ST. PAUL’S PRO-CATHEDRAL 
DAVID LIVINGSTONE, INT, WHO PUT 
THE SERVICE OF GOL 
OF ALL. 


A memorial service commemorat- 
ing the centenary of David Living- 
stone was preached at St. Paul's Pro- 
Cathedral yesterday morning by Dean 
MacCormack, who adapted his ser- 
mon from the text, “Other sheep I 
have which are not of this fold. Them 
also I must bring and they shall hear 
my voice.” He said in part: 

“During this coming week a very 
remarkable service will be held in 
St. Paul's Cathedral in London. The 
date is March 19, which is the cen- 
tenary of one of the heroes of the 
Kingdom of God. His name is David 
Livingstone. He was born March 19, 
1813, in Lanarkshire; died May 1. 
1873, in Chitambo’s Village, Ulala, 
Central Africa. 

“The life of Livi emphasizes 
the thought that the child is the 
father of the man, He had deen 
brought up in a godly home. Per- 
haps the lines were drawn c r 
about his boyhood than we are accus- 
tomed to do in our present d- 
eral civilization. But there can be 
no question that here with those 
Godfearing parents and in this re- 
ligious atmosphere was laid the foun- 
dation of that character which hu- 
manity applauds today. 

“It is tmportant that we should re- 
member this in an age that prohibits 
the Bible in the public education of 
the young and belitties in ite thought 
the work and mission of the Sunday- 
school. 

“Then in the second place the 
life of Livingstone teaches that sci- 
ence and religion are not antagonistic 
but complementary. He was not only 
a great missionary, but also a great 
scientist accepted and regarded as 
such by the schools. 

“We find therefore in time and in 
the testimony which repeatedly he 
gives that religion and science are 
not hostile but friendly the one to the 
other. And then last of all the life of 
Livingstone teaches what the real 
business is of the Christian man. 

“We recall in this connection the 
utterance of Carey. Carey was a cob- 


bler, but he said his business in life 


was to preach the gospel, he only cob- 
bled shoes to make a living. And so 
there comes to us today from the life 
of this saint, clear as a bugle call, this 
word of command: Put religion first 
before business, before pleasure, be-

preached last night in the First Con- 
gregational Church on “Comrades of 
the Cross,” taking his text from 
Luke 22:28-29. He said in part: 

“The cross of Calvary is the token 
of the most tragic temptation known 
to men. The cross of Christ is a 
sign of the most wonderful victory 
which the world has known. May 
we share in that and 

“There no fello so good- 
ly, no fellowship so h so holy, 
so profound, in its uttermost reaches 
as that fellowship which finds its 
expression when two souls have 
wrought in temptation for victory— 
when men have battled for moral in- 
tegrity and victory. In this fellow- 
ship is the highest expression of so- 
cial humanity. 

: “When Jesus said to His friends: 
Ye are they that have continued 
with me in my temptations’ He was 
giving expression to the divinest 
comradship which the human heart 
has ever known. And Christ, ia_giv- 
ing expression to this fellowship 


with His friends, did so out of a 
tragic personal experience. 
“There are those, I know, who 


seek to exalt our Lord by declaring 
the absolute impossibility of His 
sinning—-who declare that Christ 
came into the world and that . He 
went on with a programme of re- 
demption, but nevertheless without 
any possibility that He should ever 
violate the eternal moral and spirit- 
ual law of God. I know full well 
that His ideal of honor was far too 
high for Him to pretend to

“What is the heart of temp- 
tation, after all? Just this moral 


| danger—that one may yield to the 


temptation and thus come into 


lutely no possibility of yielding to a 
given temptation, that temptation in- 
stantly ceases to be, and I know 
that our Lord would never have 
dared to pretend He was tempted if 
He knew in His soul that He was 
immune to evil and to temptation. 

“The sorrows of Jesus were just 
as keen as any sorrow that ever 
came to a human soul. The tempta- 
tions which assdiled the integrity of 
Jesus Christ were just as tragic and 
as terrible. I cannot bring myself to 
think that our Lord was ever tempted 
in a sordid or sensual way, as some- 
times happens to us. 

“In any line of world activity 
which Jesus could have undertaken, 
He would have left a standard so 
high that never could it again have 
been paralleled. And that in effect 
is just the temptation which Jesus 
had—not perhaps to take up some 
different pursuit, as I have 
gested, but the temptation came to 
Him repeatedly to win His cause, and 
to make His. way—to secure the 
allegiance of the hu n race by some 
method other than the one which He 
knew to be the only true and perfect 
method.

White is said to have incurred the 
undying hatred of members of the 
Kumityael when he brought about the 
arrest of Titus Ito, charged with the 
murder of a countryman, K. Okasaki. 
On this quest he went to Astoria, Or., 
in 1908, where he caused the arrest 
of Ito, who eubsequently was sen- 
tenced to San Quentin for five years.

Shortly before his death White war 
working for Immigration Inspector J.

“Tom White elways got what he 
went after; he was absolutely devoid 
of fear and I would have trusted any- 
thing he said on the witness stand as 
readily as I would the word of any 
business man in the city.” 

TENTATIVE CLEWS. 

In their investigations lest night in 
“Little Tokio,“ the detectives work- 
ing on the case learned that White 
was seen Saturday night with three 
Japanese in a saloon at Jackson and 
San Pedro streets. He was also sald 
to have been in the Wakafuku res- 
taurant at No. 226 North San Pedro 
street, the place referred to in the 
supposed decoy note, but the propri- 
etor of the restaurant says the latter 
statement is a mistake, claiming that 
the secret service operative had not 
been there for several days. 

General regret for the death of 
White was heard in many quarters 
last night. The murdered officer was 
40 years old and was married Septem- 
ber 20, 1911.40 Lillian Ford, at that 
time a girl of 18. : 

Detectives working on the murder 
mystery shortly before mi@night last 
night arrested K. Nishigama, a Jap- 
anese laborer living in “Little Tokio.” 
on suspicion that he might have some 
knowleage of the killing. The officers 
had no @trect evidence against Nishi- 
gama, the principal reason for his ar- 
rest being the fact that White was at 
one time mstrumental in causing 
Nishigama’s arrest on a murder 
charge and it was thought he might 
have harbored resentment. He was 
released on his own recognizance but 
will be kept under surveillance. 
Another feature that developed at 
a late hour was the finding of a man 
who heard the shot. This man, whose 
name could not be learned, lives in 
one of the houses next the alley and 
told the detectives that he heard men 
talking about 11:30 Saturday night 
and shortly thereafter heard a shot.
